One year ago — on Sept. 14, 


1963 — Mrs. Andrew Fischer, 
then 30 and the mother of five 
children, doubled her family in 
90 minutes. Aberdeen and the 
Fischers have never been the 
came. 


On this day there will be no 


birthday party for the Fischer 
quintuplets. Mrs. Fischer is ex- 
pecting again, at any moment, 
and such is the burden of fame 
it is a secret whether or not it 
will be a multiple birth. 


This is only one facet of the 


world of the Andrew Fischers, 
at once blessed and perplexed 
by the mathematical chance 
one in 42 million — of five live 
births at one time. 


Until a year ago, Andrew and 


Mary Ann Fischer lived in a 
gray stucco home on a farm a 
mile north of town. They had 
met at a bowling league, mar- 
ried and had five children, Dan- 
ny, Charlotte, Julie, Evelyn and 
Denise.

them. Andrew Fischer engaged 
Joseph H. Barnett and Schutz to 
protect what had suddenly be- 
come national property ^— his 
family. Within a fortnight the 
Fischers had succeeded in re- 
treating behind a barrier of 
semi-privacy from which they 
have never emerged. 


In the meantime the children 


had been named — Mary Ann, 
Mary Margaret, Mary Cather- 
ine,

and 


James Andrew. They thrived, 
and by Christmas were at home 
with their parents and brother 
and sisters. The Fischers no 
longer lived on the Harrington 
place. They had rented a newer 
home in town, on a quiet street.

closed. The most common re- 
port is that it grants the Fisch- 
ers 160,000 a year for five years. 


The Fischers are parties to

other gives advertising rights to 
Brown & Bigelow, one of the na- 
tion's largest calender firms. 
How much money these will 
bring the Fischers is not known.

Fischers, and Andrew plans to 
raise livestock on the place.

ther Hodges. Despite the un- 
ceasing crusade of people like 
me against economic illiteracy 
in our land, Hodges' accusa- 
tion remains unfortunately al- 
most as true in 1964 as it was 
in 1944 or 1924 or 1904. 


This month, though, the non- 


profit New York - based Joint 
Council on Economic Education 
is starting an encouraging of- 
fensive against this illiteracy 
via a program designed to in- 
troduce nearly a million chil- 
dren to the subject at school 
levels ranging down to kinder- 
garten — and then to carry on 
from this beginning to educa- 
tion of children in schools ev- 
erywhere 


Today only 15 per cent of all 


high school students and only 20 
per cent of all college students 
study any economics at any 
time. Only 28 of the 134 largest 
school systems in the U. S. offer 
any economics courses, and only 
a handful make economics a 
required subject. 


12th Grade 


Usually, 
economics is not 


taught until the 12th grade 
after most of today's school 
dropouts have left. Yet, as Dr. 
Moe L. Frankel, executive di- 
rector of the JCEE emphasizes, 
"The dropout is the one who 
has the greatest need to know 
something about the subject. If 
he understands how he fits into 
today's world, he might not drop 
out at all." 


There is simply no disputing 


the importance of knowledge of 
economics to all of us. While 
you may, luckily fumble your 
way to some sound financial de- 
cisions for your family and your 
nati6fr,lthisTis Jio. excuse what- 
soever for ignorance about why 
goods and services cost what 
they do, what automation means 
to today's and tomorrow's em- 
ployment market, how to use in- 
stallment credit wisely, what 
role foreign trade plays in our 
prosperity, when a federal budg- 
et deficit can help make jobs 
and profits, etc., etc. 


"Economics is one of the most 


exciting subjects in the world, 
touching virtually every aspect 
pf our lives," says Frankel 
(words which- are, music to 
these ears). "But it always has 
been taught as a bitter pill which 
you just have to sit down and 
take, however distasteful."

The Campaign Sfarfs Slowly 


It may be that we are over-anxious for 


the real meat of the presidential campaign, 
or perhaps there has been to much written 
about the real debate that would go on thi» 
fall between Senator Goldwater and Presi- 
dent Johnson that it has put things out of 
perspective, but Senator Goldwater's early 
campaign speeches have been a disappoint- 
ment. 


A fault of most candidates is a tendency 


toward generalization rather than specific 
programs of remedy. This it particularly 
true of the party or candidates who are 
tot in office. The late John Kennedy's 
bland reference to the "missile gap" that 
turned out not to exist is an example. 


But there has been an inconsistency 


•bout Senator Goldwater's talks, particu- 
larly in view of some of his votes in the 
Senate. It is almost as though, despite the 
delegate strength he built up before the 
convention, he and his advisors were 
caught unaware when the nomination 
actually became a reality. 


Senator Goldwater has promised that, 


if elected, he will end the military draft. 
He has ignored in the simple statement 
the fact that the platforms of both parties 
carry planks backing manpower studies 
as well as legislation already introduced 
into the Senate by Senator Nelson to phase 
out the draft gradually 
Nor did Cold- 


water give any indication how he would 
maintain the strength of our armed forces, 
something about which he apparently feels 
strongly. Volunteers to date are not 
enough. 


In somewhat a similar vein Senator 


Goldwater has called for reduction in in- 
come taxes at the rate of 5 per cent a year 


The Home Is the Key 


The problem of the "under-achiever" 


In the schools has been emphasized in re- 
cent years both by the pressure for college 
entrance and good jobs and by moves 
toward integration. The schools have often 
been severely criticized for not bringing 
out the best effort from all youngsters; 
conversely, integrated schools have been 
held up as the ideal to help change the 
apathy and trend toward delinquency of 
children in Negro or "ghetto" districts. 


But a new book compiled by Dr. Ben- 


jamin Bloom lends support to the psycho- 
logical theory that a child's major charac- 
teristics are developed long before he goes 
to school. 


As reviewed by Dr. Bruno Bettelheim, 


noted University of Chicago psychiatrist 
who was a member of a Lawrence College- 
Post-Crescent sponsored seminar in Apple- 
ton last year, Stability and Change in 
Human Characteristics, through graphs and 
charts 
compiled 
after 
a 
considerable 


amount of study and research, shows that 
"the home environment not only condi- 
tions the level of achievement the child 
reaches when he enters school, but con- 
tinues as a powerful influence no matter 
what his school experience." 


Children from different homes were 


studied as they entered first grade, com- 
pleted primary and elementary education. 
As Dr. Bettelheim sees it, those who were 
supplied with trust, initiative and industry 
during the pre-school years applied those 
characteristics to their s c h o o l work 
throughout the learning period. Those 
who had learned mistrust, shame and doubt 
before going to school were the poor 
achievers or the non-learners. 


Dr. Bloom and his associates have iden- 


tified several factors in the home that have 
made for progress in school. 
Although 


they are important to the highest degree 
before the child enters kindergarten, they 
are also important as he goes through 
school. The intellectual ambitions held for 
the child, the opportunities for learning, 
the help given in learning, the use of 
language in the home, the availability of 
reading material, all are important. 


To some extent of course it is so far 


almost impossible to be sure whether pre- 
school experience is completely determin- 
istic. For instance children in one experi- 


over five years. But since he voted against 
the recent tax cut bill which passed in 
Congress, he must feel thtt a tax cut can 
only be justified by a cut in spending.

But we assume that Goldwater 
would strenuously oppose any more in- 
volvement by the federal government into 
local affairs. Police power definitely is a 
prerogative of state and local governments. 
How does Senator Goldwater propose to 
halt or discourage such riots by action of 
the federal government and at the same 
time turn the nation away from too much 
centralized authority in Washington. 


His vagueness about specific plans 


plays directly into the hands of President 
Johnson and his followers who only have 
to jrefute the charges or show the incon- 
sistency. Moreover, there is obvious diffi- 
culty for Goldwater supporters. Exactly 
what did he mean, for instance, in suggest- 
ing that the United States might have to 
deal with the Red Chinese in order to 
solve the problem of Southeast Asia? 


Many predictions have been made that 


this fall we would see a real debate on 
foreign and domestic issues and upon the 
philosophy and nature of government it- 
self. We would welcame such a debate. 
But so far there has been none. 


ment were tested as to reading ability at 
second' grade.

Dr. Bettelheim points to the book as 


further indication that we are attacking 
some of the juvenile problems from the 
wrong end. We seek to keep youngsters 
in school longer no matter what their 
achievement there while the pattern for 
their apathy was laid 12 or 15 years before. 
Aggressive tendencies in a boy are "more 
or less set when he is three" while the 
dependence of a girl reaches its half-way 
mark by the time she is four. To curb 
tHe delinquency of the teen-age gangs and 
to encourage women to extend their edu- 
cation and contributions we must start 
many years before they get to high school. 


As Dr. Bettelheim points out, merely 


mixing children from different types of 
homes in the schools is not going to lift 
the under-achievers dramatically. But cer- 
tainly the influence of the schools is im- 
portant in helping the youngster to de- 
velop or curb -whatever characteristics he 
has brought from home. 


Experiments in New York and some of 


our other large cities with pre-school chil- 
dren from deprived homes now seem all 
the more important. Dr. Bettelheim sug- 
gests that we must free ourselves of the 
widely held prejudices "that the child is 
the private property of the parents to do 
.with as they please," that we are power- 
less to change the early environment and 
that "human beings are infinitely improv- 
able, at any age, no matter what the home 
environment of their childhood." This is 
a discouraging conclusion. 
But it does 


point the way toward more emphasis upon 
help to the deprived homes where there 
are small children. 


The results upon human beings of the 


appalling conditions in our big city slums 
are not going to be overcome by the best 
olanned and operated schools in the world.

The grandiose plans of Indo- 


nesia's President Sukarno go 
far beyond his "naked aggres- 
sion" to crush Malaysia. This 
power-hungry, woman - crazy 
dictator, who has waxed fat on 
more than $1 billion of U.S.

those of the fallen and almost 
forgotten Tojo and Mussolini. 


He seeks to make Indonesia 


an equal power in the new

This is the blunt warning 


contained in a Central Intelli- 
gence estimate of the "larger 
stakes" involved in the Rus-

ment, prepared for the Na- 
tional Security Council's use 
in developing a new^ policy to- 
ward Indonesia, cautions: 


"Larger stakes are involved 


in the contest between Indo- 
nesia and Malaysia. The os- 
tensible issue is the future of 
the

of Northern 


Borneo, but we believe Sukar- 
no and his Indonesian sup- 
porters have more fundamen- 
tal objectives in mind 


"They hope to make Indo- 


nesia a great world power 
able to negotiate in equality 
with China and the U S S.R. in 
relation to the U.S. — after 
having 
destroyed 
Malaysia 


and having brought the Philip- 
pines and the mainland states 
under Indonesian hegemony." 


The CIA estimate carefully 


refrains from predicting the 
winner in the Indonesian-Ma- 
laysian conflict, stating:

The polls 
have been wrong before—even 
as recently as the

Republican primary in June— 
but they do reflect 
a simple 


fact of life in politics. It is that 
whoever occupies the White 
House has from the outset of a 
campaign a long lead on any 
rival candidate who can be dis- 
lodged only if there is a strong 
protest or negative vote. This 
usually turns out to be more ot 
an accumulation of grievances 
over things that are being blam- 
ed on the incumbent adminis- 
tration than necessarily an ex- 
pression in favor of the rival 
candidate. 


Already the Democratic poli- 


ticians, with their private polls, 
are discounting the "cross-over" 
vote, but this, of course, 
is 


something of which they can't 
be sure. Surprises have occur- 
red again and again in Ameri- 
can political history. Favorites 
do not always win, as was evi- 
denced last week when a favor- 
ite, Governor Peabody of Massa- 
chusetts, was beaten for re- 
nomination in the Democratic 
primary even though he had 
ihe endorsement of the Kennedy 
family. Maybe the private polls 
were wrong there, too. 


Mr. Johnson seems to have a 


good chance to be elected—he 
certainly is the favorite in the 
setting today—but he can't be 
;oo sure of victory. 
For 
no- 


body knows the extent of the 
protest vote, and no polls can 
accurately reflect it. The is- 
sues are such that many people 
jrefer 
not to indicate 
their 


ieanings to anybody. Some are 
silent through fear, and others 
don't like to argue with their 
neighbors, and least of all to 
talk to interviewers for polls. 
Mr. Johnson has had experience 
with close elections and is like- 
ly, therefore, to keep on run- 
ning hard till the last day of the 
campaign. 


More Headlines 


The Bobby Baker case will get 


some .more headlines, but un- 
less the disclosures can pin- 
point a direct connection with 
Mr. Johnson himself, there is 
not likely to be much mileage in 
that issue for the Republicans. 


Mr. Johnson had a tough task 


in a political sense when he took 
over the presidency. He had to 
sell himself quickly as a stable, 
effective leader. Being an ex- 
perienced politician with some 
veteran political experts sur- 
rounding him, he has been able 
to line up not only the local poli- 
ticians but a few executives in 
big business. The rush to sup- 
port Mr. Johnson by some of the 
beneficiaries of government con- 
tracts and of other financial out- 
lays in various communities has 
been noticeable. 


In the last analysis, however, 


the big question is whether the 
undercurrent of protest against 
the conditions produced by the 
rise in crime, by "civil rights" 
riots and by federal intrusions 
into community life is strong 
enough to swing to the Repub- 
lican side the bulk of the "un- 
decided" vote— as the pollsters 
call it—and to recover some of 
those who at first deserted the 
Republican nominee.

than two months in which to 
make his campaign. He can't 
just try to counter the platitudes 
uttered by his opponent with his 
own set of platitudes. But he 
can articulate the protest and 
discontent in the country on a 
variety of subjects — among 
them a depreciating dollar and

ihat could bring on a big war. 
By explaining persuasively the 
significance of these points to 
the average man, the Republi- 
can nominee may increase sub- 
stantially the percentage of the 
vote he has today and perhaps 
fool the pollsters in November.
